37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.

1. In regard to the 35 U.S.C. 112 2 nd paragraph rejection of claims 1-10 & 12-55, 
applicant inquired whether if these claims were to be amended to more clearly point out which 
of the recited devices performs the various functions recited in these claims would these 
amendments overcome this rejection. The examiner indicated that the proposed amendments 
which would assign the concept of a particular function to a particular device would overcome 
this rejection. 

2. In regard to the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection of: 

A) claims 1-10 & 12-65, it was pointed out that in at least claim 1, the generated 
postage indicia that is received by the "first web server" from the "second web server" 
as recited in this claim is not sent anywhere else, hence the postage indicia remains in 
the "first web server" and is not used. Hence the recited invention is directed to a 
abstract process that does not produce a concrete and tangible result. 

B) claims 13-22 & 32-41, it was pointed out that in at least claim 13, the as 
recited in these claims the code is not required to be executed so as to control the 
operation of the claimed invention, hence the code is deemed to be a non-functional 
data base. Hence the recited invention is directed to a abstract process that does not 
produce a concrete and tangible result. 

C) claims 1-10 & 12-55, it was noted that the approve proposed corrections to 
over come the 35 U.S.C. 112 2 nd paragraph rejection of claims 1-10 & 12-55, would 
remove this rejection. 

D) claims 1-10 & 12-65, it was noted that the approve proposed corrections to 
over come the 35 U.S.C. 102 & 103 rejections of claims 1-10 & 12-65, would remove 
this rejection. 

3. In regard to the 35 U.S.C. 102 & 103 rejections of claims 1-10 & 12-65, applicant 
inquired whether if these claims were to be amended to more clearly point out which of the 
recited devices performs the various functions recited in these claims, for example to include 
the concepts of the first and second web servers being physical separate devices and that the 
devices generate the content/indicia would these amendments overcome this rejection. The 
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examiner indicated that the proposed amendments which would assign the concept of a 
particular function to a particular device , e.g. generating a postage indicia, would overcome 
this rejection. The rejection in view of Carroll et al (6,470,327) is withdrawn. 

4. The actual wording of the proposed amendments would be left to applicant providing 
that the wording of the amendments brings out the agreed to concepts. 

5. This determination is subject to further review and search.
